New York, July 28.—-An seals. ac- 
companied by fire, shattered an east 
side tenement late tonight, and with the 
crumbling walls !4 people went down 
to death, while twice aS many were 
probabl, fatally injured. 

The horror was a repetition of the 
periodical blaze that sweeps through the 
densely populated foreign section of the 
eity, and is almost invariably attended 
with panic and death. The wrecked 
building tonight was at 222 Christie 
street, where a six-story tenement rose 
above the grocery store basement. 

An explosion, as yet unaccounted for, 
tore out the front of the building, and 
the fire that followed caught the twenty 
families numbering about one hundred 
persons, while most of them were asleep. 
Not uritil the ashes have cooled will it 
be possible to recover the bodies of the 
dead. Of the injured many jumped from 
the windows, others were caught by fall- 
ing timbers, many suffocated by smoke, 
being dragged from the hallways, while 
others received their wounds during the 


panic and mad fight for an exit. 


Occupied by Italians. 


The tenement was occupied chiefly by 
Italians. A passerby was attracted by 
the explosion, which apparently occur- 
red on the basement fioor. As he turn- 
ed toward the building the whole front, 
with its flimsy fire egcapes, fell into 
the street, and from the ragging floors 
@ score of half-awakened persons drop- 
ped into the streets. Many of these 
were badly hurt, but they proved to be 
the more fortunate of the tenants, for 
in another moment the building was 
wrapped in flames, and the cries of per- 
sons burning to death rent the air. In 
the wild panic that followed many re- 
ceived mortal injuries. The police and 
firemen, who-early reached the _ scene, 
attempted to take the imperiled tenants 
from the side and rear windows, but 
few who was free to act did not wait 


for assistance, but jumped into the 
Street. Several who sought escape by 
@ rear stairway were driven back by 


choking smoke. 

Some of these made their way through 
the fire to other exits, but more fell 
overcome in the hallways, to be dragged 
out insensible. Of the dead and dying, 
» large part are women and children. 
In the scramble 4@ an exit and safety, 
the stronger in. most cases survived. 

Acts of Heroism. 

The fire, however, was not without its 
acts of heroism. 

When fire patrol No. 7 arrived on the 
scene, Captain Albert Johnson saw he 
could save some. In a sixith-story. win- 
daw there were hanging a group of per- 
gons, women and children. Just across 
from them, hardly three feet away, was 
the window on the sixth floor of the ten- 
ement adjoining. 

Accompanied by eDtecttve Conners, 
Johnson ran to the top floor of No. 224, 
where there was a small ledge just be- 
low the window, and on this the cap- 


tain took his stand, with Oonners be-

fas as he could Johnson just could touch 
the hands of Tomaso Gazzaino, who, 
with his three children and his wife, 
had fled to the window. 

The man was the first saved. He was 
swung around the big fireman so that 
Conners coulq reach him and drag him 
to safety. The others followed in rapid 
succession, while the crowd below roared 
applause. 

After the Gazzaino family had been 
saved the window was cleared for the 
approach of Teresa Gona and her baby, 


who were also pulled across the gulf.

Came Near Ending Seriously. 
Gainesville, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)— 
Hope, the 10-year-old son 
of Mrs. N. M. Hope, of this city, and 
a nephew of State School Commis- 
sioner Merritt, of Atlanta, is recover- 
ing from an accident which came near 
ending seriously. 

At Chattahoochee park, he, with a 
number of other boys, were batching 
in the lake, when young Pope stepped 
on a piece of broken bottle half buried 
in the mud at the bottom of the water. 
Only when he became weakened from 
loss of blood and sank was the injury 
thought to be anything but a slight 
scratch. As he sank he was caught by 
Ed Johnson, son of Colonel Fletcher 
Johnson, carried from the water in an 
almost fainting condition and brought 
to the city for prompt surgical atten- 
tion.

Boise, Idaho, July 28.—In the bright 
sunlight of a beautiful] Sabbath morning, 
William D. Haywood, secretary and 
treasurer of the Western Federation of 
Miners, walked a free man today, ac- 
quitted of the murder of former Gover- 
nor Frank Steunenberg. 

Probability of acquittal was freely pre- 
dicted after Judge Fremont Wood read 
his charge, which was regarded a8 
strongly favoring the defense in its in- 
terpretation of the Jaws of conspiracy, 
circumstantial evidence, and the  cor- 
roboration of a confessed accomplice. 

Moyer and Pettibone to Be Tried. 

It was also freely predicted that, in 
the event of Haywood’s acquittal, the 
state would abandon:the prosecution of 
his associates, Charles H. Moyer, presi- 
dent of the federation, and George A. 
Pettibone, of Denver. -Statements from 
counsel and from Governor Gooding, is- 
sued today, dispel this view of the sit- 
uation. Governor Gooding said: 

“The verdict is a great surprise to me, 
and I believe, to all citizens of Idaho, 
who have heard or read the evidence in 
the case. I have done my duty. I have 
no regret as to any action I have taken, 
and my conscience is clear. As long as 
God gives me strength, I shall continue 
my efforts for government by law and 
for organized society. 

“The state will continue a vigorous 
prosecution of Moyer

Wood tomorrow to admit Moyer and 
Pettibone to bail, and it was tonight 
stated, as to Moyer, against whom the 
state is admitted to have is weakest 
ease, a favorable consideration would 
not be unexpected.

When told atg the state peni- 
tentiary that Haywoo@' had been  ac- 
quitted, Orchard said: 

“Well, I have done my duty. I have 
told the truth. I could do no more. I 
am ready to take any punishment that 
may be meted out to me for my crime, 
and the sooner it comes the better.’’ 

It was after being out for twenty-one 
hours that the jury, which at first had 


been divided 8 to 4 for acquitial, and 
the seemed deadlocked, at 10 to 2, 
finally came to an agreement. Shorily 


after the first faint streaks of the com- 
ing day showed gray above the giant 
his, which wall Boise to the north and 
east, the weary, snow-beardeg bailiff, who 
had kept an all-night vigil before the 
door of the jury room, was startled into 
action by an imperative knock from 
within. Events moved rapidly enough 
after this, and when at last the princi- 
pal actors in the trial had been gather- 
ed into the court room, at a few mo- 
ments before 8 o'clock, the envelope 
handed by the foreman to the judge was 
torn open and the verdict read. 

Tears Came to Haywood’s Eyes. 

It came as an electric thrill to the 
prisoner, to his counsel, to the attorneys 
for the state, and the small group of 
newspaper reporters and court officers, 
who had been summoned from beds, but 
lately sought, or from offices where 
sleepless waiting had marked the night. 

Tears welled to the eyes of the man, 
who, during the 80 days ofhistrial, had 
sat with stolid indifference written on 
his every feature. At last, the icy armor 
that he had thrown about himself with 
the first of jury selection had been 
pleroed. 

Haywood's attorneys were fairly lift- 
ea from their seats, and Judge Wood 
made no effort to restrain them as 
they surrounded him to shake his hands 
and shout aloud their congratulations. 

James H. Hawley, leading counsel for 
the state, and O. N. Van Duyn, the 
prosecuting attorney of the county in 
which former Governor Steunenberg 
was assassinated, sat gloomy and un- 
speaking. 

Senator Borah, who made the closing 
plea for conviction, was not present. 

Of the prisoner’s counsel, those in the 
court room were: Clarence Darrow, of 
Chicago; E F. Richardson, of Denver, 
and John F. Nugent, of Boise. 

The absentees from the defendant's ta- 
ble included Edgar lson, the former 
law partner of Judge Wood, who pre 
sided at the trial. 

Gevernor Gooding Heard Verdict.

Rev, $, L Crouch Shot to 
Save His’ Own Life 


PREACHER’S SECOND NEGRO 


Three Months Ago Mr. Crouch KiTl- 
ed to Protect His Wife, and 
Sunday Afternoon He Kill- 
ed in Order to Pro- 
tect Himself. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 28.—For the 
second time within a period of three 
months, Rev. 8S. L. Crouch, a Methodist 
preacher, this afternoon shot and in- 
stantly killed a negro. The shooting 
three months ago was done in defense 
of his wife, whfle the killing of Bud 
Wiley this afternoon was in defense of 
his own life and to prevent the negro 
from making his escape. 

Crouch, though a preacher, is also em- 
ployed as watchman at a large lumber 
mill, and while making his rounds in 
the yards it was reported to him that 
two negro men had broken into a store 
nearby. When last seen they were 
running -through the lumber yards. He 
made a search for them, which resulted 
in the capture of Wiley. After he was 
identified ‘by Mrs. Robertson, Rey. 
Crouch etarted with his prisoner for 
the county jail. They had proceeded 
only a few steps when the negro struck 
his captor In the face and then attempt- 
ed to break loose from him, when the 
latter fired. The bullet struck the 
negro In the head, killing him instantly. 

After the shooting: Crouch disappear- 
ed, but it is thought he will return in 
a day or two and surrender to the au- 
thorities,

Cordelia Rake, is the young female 


convict, and her aged friend is Mrs. N. 
Reynolds. 
Mayor Joyner has received letters 


about the two women, and from them 
has been gathered the full story, a 
story that has a few rays of: light de- 
Spite the fact that it is woven about 
people from Poverty Flat, and is dark- 
ened by the clouds of poverty and want. 


Letters to the Mayor. 


The letter to Mayor Joyner was writ- 
ten by Mrs. Clara W. Raynor, of Day- 
tona, Fla., president of the Florida 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. - Mrs. 
Raynor incloses a_ letter which was 
written by Mrs. Caroline J. Huber, of 
Tampa, to Mrs. E. A. Hill, of Orange 
City, both members of the federation 
of clubs. 

The story, which has for its heroine 
@ poor young woman, who is a convict 
in the chaingang, is as follows: 

About seven years ago there moved 
to Tampa, Fla., from St. Augustine, 
two poor families: Mr. and Mrs. Rake, 
with eleven children, and Mr. and Mrs. 


Reynolds, with seven children. Mr. 
Rake was 82 years of age, and soon 
died. Later Mr. Reynolds died, and 


his wife was left poverty-stricken. Her 
children went away or got married, and 


ye 


She was left alone with the exception 
of a gir] named Ada. 

Some two years ago Mrs. Reynolds 
Started for Virginia with her daughter, 
and Cordelia Rake was persuaded to go 
with them. 

The party was stranded in Atlanta, 
and became street beggars. The records 
of the city warden show that on Novem- 
ber 27, 1905, he furnished food to Mrs. 
Reynolds and the girls at 62 Houston 
street. On December he gave them 
transportation to Jacksonville, Fla. 

Were Beggars in Atlanta. 

In a few weeks Mrs. Reynolds and 
Cordelia Rake returned to Atlanta, 
where they were arrested for Vagrancy. 
They were bound over by the recorder 
and afterwards sentenced to eight 
months on the county chaingang. 

Recently a number of ladies took an 


interest in the girl’e case, and they 
were promised that the girl would be 
pardoned. 

Now comes the chaptér of the _ story 


where the jight was shining through the 


clouds. The girl refused to leave the 
chaingang unless the old woman was 
also pardoned. P 

“Mrs. Reynolds is old and slowly dy- 
ing,’”’ the girl said, “and I will not 
leave her alone. If you pardon her I 
will go, if. you do not, then I ghall 
stay here with her.’’ 


Mrs. Reynolds and the young girl are 
kept on the farm a¢ the county alms- 
house, and they are the only white fe- 
male convicts in the county. 

The Florida jadies who have interest- 
€d themselves in the case are taking 
steps to get the old woman pardoned at 
the same time the girl is given her free- 
dom. They say that Mrs. Rake wants 
her daughter to return to Tampa, and 
that a home will be provided for Mrs. 
Reynolds. 

Mayor Joyner will look further into 
the matter and will probably assist the 
adies of the Florida Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in getting both the old 


and the young woman pardoned.

Three Persons Injured. 

Three persons were injured, one of 
them, Gottfried Messerli, a fireman, 
probably fataily. 

Only the advance guard of the 300,000 
people who flocked to Coney Island to- 
day saw the fire, but the thrilling. tales 
of the fearless rescue of San Dora, the 
armless and legless man, and the fligth 
of Francesco, the fire eater, when the 
alarm was sounded, were told and re- 
told along noisy Surf avenue and in the 
less particular Bow®ry. | 

Coney Island has had four big fires in 
the last ten years, the last previous one 
in 1903, “the steeplechase,’ on that oc- 
casion, being swept out as jt was today, 

“The Island,’ as New Yorkers famil- 
iarly call ft, was just turning in for its 
early “Merrie s Tate -the™ only ~sieep “it 
ever gets—and the last thin line of Sat- 
Weiiay night merrymarkers were swing- 
ing gaily, if somewhat uncertainly, up 
Surf avenue when George Frost, @& 
watchman at Steeplechase park, spied @ 
wavering trail of smoke coming from 
the “Cave of the Winds,” one of the 
many shows in the park. 

Flames From Maw of Cave. 

Scarcely had Frost bestirred himself 
to action when a flash of flame ect 
out of the Maw of the cave and lighted 
up the place in a weird glare. Four 
alarms were sounded, bringing scores of 
engines and hose carts to fight the 
flames, now being swept along under 
the smart west wind. The inflammable 
character—wood, staff and 
mache—the constructive material of the 
many attractions, made fine food for the 
flames, and notwithstanding the many 
streams of water poured on them, the 
conflagration seemed to defy all efforts 
to check its course up the beach toward 
the Bowery 4nd to the countless amuse- 
ment places along Surf avenue. 

The destruction of Steeplechase park 
was a spectacular sight. Tongues of 
flames Jeaped hither and thither, licking 
up the scenic railway, the razzle-dazzle, 
the dancing pavilion and the horse rac- 
ing railway. The little wooden horses, 
standing on steel tracks high in the air, 
looked the flaming steeds of the Vaixyrs 
as they broke into blaze. 

Great Bell Tower in Flames. 

The great bell tower flamed brilliant- 
ly up—a bright beacon seen by in- 
coming ships as they crept up the 
harbor fn the early dawn.. The Steeple- 
chase hotel and nearly a score of 
smaller wooden hotels, which fronted 
along the western pide of the park, 
soon were blazing. 

Fire Commissioner Lantry, seeing that 
nothing could be saved in the park, 
ordered that all efforts be concen- 
trated on the east side of the flaming 
blocks to keep the fire from getting 
into the flimst buildings in the bowery 
and thus making a fire trail to Dream- 
land and Luna park. The firemen were 
massed at the entrance of the Bowery, 
and, althgugh a Japanese skating rink,

were destroyed there,@ the fire waa 
checked. The wind had in the mean- 


time switched into thé south, and this 
favorable slant of breeze aided the 
fire fighters im confining the fire to 
seven blocks.

Crisfield, Md., July 28.—James . Reed, 
colored, was lynched here today. Little 
more than a dozen hours before he had 
crept up behind John H. Daugherty, 
a pojiceman, and fired a bullet into the 
‘atter’s brain.

Saturday night Daugherty arrested on 
a warrant a negro named Hillery Jones, 
a companion of Reed's, and was taking 
him to jail. Reed borrowed a revolver 
and, catching up with his friend and 
the. officer, fired the fatal shot. The 
two negroes fled, Reed taking a bicycle 
he found near by. Pprstfed, he fled to a 
small sailboat in which he headed 
for Tangier Sound, with the hope, it is 
presumed, of reaching Virginia. 

Early today he was becalmed in the 
sound, however, and pursuers, learning 
that he was afloat, followed him in 
power boats, One of these, on which 
was Captain John Shelton and a num- 
ber of armed men, overhauled 
Reed about 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The negre made a full confession. 

When the boat bearing the negro 
réached the dock, Reed was Knocked 
sensely by a blow and the crowd beat 
and kicked him to death. His body 
was then strung to a telegraph pole and 
left dangling.

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STATEMENT BY BO NEAPART 
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Lennox, Mass., July 28.—<Attorney 
General C. J. Bonaparte, who is staying 
at a hotel here, gave out a statement to- 
night on the railway rate situation in 
North Carolina. Dispatches from 
Raleigh last night announced that the 
state of North Carolina had won its 
fight to have the 2%-cent passenger rate 
aw observed by all the railroads in the 
state pending an appeal to the courts by 
the railroad companies. Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, in his statement, says: 

“On July 18 the attention of the attor- 
ney general was called to a reported pur- 
pose on the part of certain state offi- 
cials in North Carolina to disregard 
writs of thheabas corpus issued by Hon. 
J. C. Pritchard, circuit judge of the 
fourth circuit court on behalf of some 
agents or employees of the Southern 
railway, who had been indicted for vio- 
lation of the recent act of the legisla- 
ture of North Carolina fixing maximum 
rates of fare for railway passengers. 

Why Sanford Was Sent. 

“On July 20 Assistant Attorney. Genera] 
BPdward Sanford was ordered to proceed 
at once to North Carolina and report 
what action, if any, on the part of this 
departmgnt Was necessary to procure 
due respect for the process of the federal 
court in the state. In case of emer- 
gency he was autherized to take appro- 
priate action without reference. 

“No attempt was in fact made to 
evade or resist the service of the said 
writs or. to obstruct forcibly any pro- 
cess of the United States court. Mr. 
Sanford was assuped that no such pur- 
pose was entertained. It was, there- 
fore, unnecessary for the department to 
take any further action to guard against 
such contingency, 

“Mr. Sanford found, however, that there 
was a serious danger of a prolonged 
conflict of jurisdiction between the fed- 
eral and the state tribunals.. Such inci- 
dents have been declared by the supreme 
court of the Uniteg States and are re- 
garded by the bench and bar as ex- 
tremely unfortunate, tending to impair 
the dignity of'the judicial office and to 
diminish public respect for the courts. 

“It thas been the consistent policy of 
the rtment to aidin averting in so far 
as it might have an opportunity to do 
so, complications af this character and 
in accordance with ‘tajs policy Mr. San- 
ford suggested to the parties concerned 
a reasonable arrangements intended to 
secure an expeditious termmMation of the 
questions at issue by the supreme court 
of the Uniteg States without imparing 
the ultimate rights of any party to the 
litigation. 

Reesevelt Took No Part. 

“It proved impracticable to conclude 
such an arrangement while he was in 
North Carolina, and he left there Fri- 
day afternoon and came to Lennox to 
report personally the situation to the at- 
torney general. ‘

- DISFRANCHISEMENT---THEN AND NOW. 

There are some members of the general assembly to whom the disfran- 
chisement problem seems to have brought uneasiness, due, probably, to the 
fact that @heir attitude does not accord with the will of the people of Georgia 
as expressed at. thé ballot box. In the light of certain warnings regarding 
their political future, should they fail to support this and other declared pol- 
icies, it may be they feel there is good reason for such uneasiness. 

Representative W. J. Neel, of Bartow, is one of the few, however, who, 
despite the prospect of political castigation, does not hesitate fearlessly to 
express his views on the subject. Mr. Neel severely takes The Constitution 
to task for an editorial reference to the matter, in which we tobdk the posi- 
tion that itis rather a late ddy now to find that conscience forbids support 
of the disfranchisement proposition; that the oath taken by a member of 
the legislature was no different at the time disfranchisement was under dis- 
cussion, from that actually subscribed to by the present members; tbat if 
there were any qualms on*the question of the righteousness or justness of 
distranchisement, the time to have brought them into play was when that 
question was an issue, rather than when it has become a settled policy, await- 
ing only the formality of enactment and the assured vote of the people for 
its adoption, 

It would seem that Mr. Neel takes too seriously the reference made 
therein to the legislator’s cath to support the constitution of the United 
States. Nothing is further from our intention than to detract in any sense 
from the sanctity of the legislator’s solemn obligation. On the contrary, if 
rightly considered, what we said would rather seem to strengthen it. We 
sought to show that there was some obligation, at least, upon a person about 
to take an oath, to bring himself, in some degree, in accord with it. In other 
words, if a person is to take an oath which, in his judgment, he considers is 
not in accord with a certain public policy, widely agitated, does it not then 
become his duty to protest against it with the whole vigor of his mind, 
rather than seem to support it, or, by his silence give to it his tacit consent? 
Does not that view rather raise the importance and sanctity of an oath, than 
detract from it? 

We made no charge nor did we mean to intimate that Mr. Neel at any 
time openly or publicly supported the disfranchisement proposition. Yet his 
very silence, and associations, under the circumstances, were sufficient in 
times like those to have forced ‘the conclusion that he stood for that policy. 
Nevertheless, we readily accept his assertion to the contrary; but that he 
was aligned. with those who were conspicuous advocates of disfranchisement, 
who demanded its enactment, he himself admits. 

The truth is the disfranchisement question was the only issue in the 
Campaign; on other questions the candidates were in practical accord. Un- 
der the circumstances, therefore, there was no escaping from what at least 
seemed to be emphatic alignment upon this policy. 

“We already had the negro practically eliminated from politics by the 
white primary,” says Mr. Neel in his card today. Just exactly what we 
said last year; a fact which we then sought to impress upon the people. Did 
Mr. Neel make this statement then? He pronounces the scheme one of 
doubtful constitutionality, and says it is by no means certain that there is 
now any real popular demand for it. 
possibly, they might have weighed on that side of the balance on which he 
now places himself? We are still of the opinion that Mr. Neel’s statement 
on the subject in explanation of his vote in the committee on constitutional 
amendments—and to it we might add certain portions of his card we print 
today—-would have made a splendid campaign argument against disfranchise- 
ment, had they been forthcoming before disfranchisement reached the stage 
Of settied state policy.

| REFORMING 71HE NEW YORK EXCHANGE. 


Those members of the New York Cotton Exchange who are disposed to 
give heed to the objections urged by southern cotton growers’ against the 
manner in which the exchange transacts its business are again agitating a 
reform in the system of classification. 

They have started a movement which seeks to secure a revision of cot- 
ton grades five times a year instead of twice. The reader must not be 
too precipitate and imagine that the plan is already assured of success. It 
is only being discussed, as yet. If any credit is to be bestowed, it must be 
for good intentions upon part of a certain element of the exchange member- 
ship, and not for any actual accomplishment. The exchange has not ordered 
the adoption of the plan by the revision committee, but is only considering 
the advisability of giving heed to the complaints which have come from the 
south, based on the arbitrary and unreasonable attitude of the revision com- 
mittee in fixing grades and maintaining classifications. 

At present a revision of grade is had only twice a year. Last January 
the exchange voted-on the question of ordering a revision three times a year. 
The amendment received 163 votes, while.123 votes were cast against it. 
The amendment was thus defeated, as a two-thirds majority was necessary 
to change the rule, But the vote encouraged those who favor more frequent 
revision to try again, and the proposal is now made to have this revision 
made five times a year. 

The objection urged against a revision in February’ was that it would

five times a year would seem to meet this objection. It will, if honestly 
carried out, further reconcile the difference between future quotations on 
the boards of the New York exchange and the price of spot cotton. 

The country will continue to be dubious of the New York exchange con- 
tracts so long as there exists this great disparity in the price of spcts and 
futures. For instance, on Monday spot cotton was quoted in Atlanta and 
Galveston at 18 cents. The price of July cotton, as quoted on the New York 
exchange, reached the low level of 11.85, a difference of 115 points. Ona 
reasonable and honest basis the New York figures should have been 140 
points higher than the spot cotton quotations at the cotton fields. The price 
of spots and futures in New Orleans was practically the same, but as ship- 
ments to New York would cost the equivalent of 140 points, the quotations in 
the latter city should have ranged that many points higher. * 

if the revision committee of the New York exchange should be 
ized to,proceed along the lines indicated by the aggressive minority, regu- 
larly consult the representatives of ‘southern cotton exchanges and the pro- 
ducers, and give heed to their suggestions as to grades, and will further 
take into consideration the spot cotton quotations prevailing in the south 
at the time revisions are made, the public estimate of the exchange’s inten- 
tions will be somewhat improved. . 

Several months ago the exchange agreed to strike the two lowest grades 
from the list of those tenderable on contracts. This was a step in the right 
direction, as these grades were never maintained for any other purpose than 
to beat down the price of cotton in the hands of the producers. The reform, 
however, did not go far enough. The exchangé now maintains sixteen 
grades below middling and only nine above. The southern growers believe 
that an’ elimination of further undesirable grades is necessary. When this 
is done, the character of the exchange contracts will be proportionately 
elevated. ‘ 

The public does not feel that it can expect a ‘square deal” when it buys 
or sells cotton on the New York exchange. The cotton growers and the 
people generally will not be satisfied until further reforms are brought about. 
With the elimination of the fake grades, revision at- more frequent intervals 
and a weekly government crop estimate to cut down the uncertainty and 
consequent speculation in cotton, a more healthful state of affairs will be 
brought about. 

In the meantime, if the New York Cotton Exchange prefers to continue 
as a cold deck gambling house, loaded against the producer, let it refuse 
to commit itself to the reform movement started in its own ranks, and it will 
see its own finish in due time.

REPRESENTATIVE NEEL’S 
DISFRANCHISEMENT VIEWS 


Editor Qonstitution: Judging by your 
editorial of Saturday, I conclude the‘ 
| you are a bit displeased that I should 
now, “for conscience sake,” question the 
wisdom of negro disfranchisement, or 
raise any issue as to the constitution- 
ality of the proposed measure. You a!- 
so show a disposition to be sarcastic 
about the sanctity of an oath. 

In modestly expressing my personal 
reasons for voting againt favorable 
sdideitabitine action on this bill last week, 
before it was fully and fairly discussed, 
I had no thought of being thrust into 
the limelight of a leading editorial] in 
The Constitution: nor did I expect a 


ture from itg editor for assuming the 
responsibility of being the keeper of my 
own conscience and deciding upon the 
course I should pursue under Oath as a 
| legislator. 

In handling my first interview, The 
Constitution went out of its way and 
Shot shy of the facts in stating ‘‘that in 
the campaign of last year Mr. Neel was 
,a@ conspicuous advocate of the disfran- 
‘chisement contention.”’ I was never its 
advocate. From the first it has seemed 
to Me doubtful in political policy and 
fraught with serious constitutional diffi- 
culties. 

I took no active part in the guberna- 
torial campaign of last year. My own 
race for the legislature was made in 
the early spring, some months before 
the gubernatorial] primary, and negro 
disfranchisement was not then an issue.

In thé guwbernatorial race I was not 
an extreme partisan’ I supported Mr.

ifriend and I did not feel that Georgia 
| would be ruined by Mr. Smith's defeat. 
|nor that any serious disaster wopld fol- 
low the election of either of his oppo- 
nents. 

There were other issues in that cam- 
paign that to me seemed paramount to 
negro disfranchisement. The growing 
power of railroads in politics was one. 
The need of enlarged powers for the 
railroad commission was another. The 
abolition of free passes was still an- 
other. WE ALREADY HAD THE NE- 
GRO PRACTICALLY KLIMINATED 
FROM POLITICS BY THE WHITE 
PRIMARY; whereas the corporations 
‘were apparently growing in _ political 
power and aggressiveness. 

The personality and platform of Mr. 
Smith gave definite and hopeful promise 
of relief from corporate control in Geor- 
gia, and on this issue I gave him my 
support. It was not by any means be- 
cause of his advocacy of negro disfran- 
|chisement, but rather in spite of it, that 
'T voted for him. I know many others in 
my section who did the same. Indeed it 
is by no means certain that he could 
have won on the sole issue of disfran- 
chisement, OR THAT THERE IS NOW

Disfranchisement Measures and the 
Candler Bill, Which Proposes 
Enlargement of Powers of 
Railroad Commission, for 
Discussion Today. 


Until the prohibition bill is passed by 
the house and sent back to the senate 
‘for confirmation of amendments 
which will be tacked on, remaining in- 
terest of the members of the house will 
be centered in the committee meétings. 
This results from the ultimatum of the 
-prohis that no other measures are to be 
acted upon by the house until the pro- 
hibition bill is a certainty. 

Of the administration reforms which 
are at present in the committee rooms 


and which will be reported upon after 
the prohibition bill is passed, two will 
come up for debate in these committees 
this afternoon. 

The Candler bill, which 
jarge the powers of the 
mission of Georgia and to increase its 
membership from three to five, will be 
heard by the committee on railroads, 
Mr. Covington, of Colqpitt, chairman, 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock. At this 
time Mr. Candler, the author of the bill, 
will gpeak before the committee, urging 
its favorable recommendation just as it 
stands. It is recalled that the senate 
recently amended this measure by 
Striking the number of commissioners 
from five to three. 

Disfranchisement Bilis. 

At the same time the committee on 
constitutional amendments will discuss 
the three disfranchisement measures 
before that body and which have tend- 
ed to get the members, both of the 
committee and the house, up in the 
alr as to just where they stand. 

These three bills are: The adminis- 
tration bill, as introduced by Mr. Wil- 
liams, of Laurens, and which provides 
an educational qualification clause in 
addition to the others. , 

That of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, which pro 
vides that only those voters who are 
now enrolled on the registration list, or 
who may become of age later, Shall be 
-@ligible to vote, unless they can pp- 
duce receipts for all taxes since 1877 
and which is furtner supported by a bill 
which makes it a misdemeanor to pay 
another's taxes for the punpose of reg- 
istering him as a voter. 

The Payton measure, which dis- 
franchises all persons with so much as 
an eighth. of negro blood.in their veins. 

The administration bill has heen re- 
ported upon favorably once, and return- 
ed to the committee by the house, for 
further cnosideration in conjunction 
With the Hall bill. 

The bill by Mr. Hall. which does not 
affect the constitution, but simply 
makes it a misdemeanor to pay an- 
other’s taxes for the purpose of regia- 
tering. him, and which is a branch of 
his disfranchisement bill has been fav- 
orably reported by the general judiciary 
committee. 

And there you are, 

Mr. Hall contends that his disfran- 
chisement bill in conflict with. the 
administration measure, and both can- 
not be passed and enacted into laws. 

Mr. Williams, of Laurens, the author 
of the administration bill, contends that 
the bills contain entirely different sub- 
ject. matter and both can be passed, 
while Mr. Payton, of Worth, states that 
his is the only measure which .effectual- 
ly disfranchises the undesirable colored 
vote, 

It promises to be a lively session this 
afternoon. 

The railroad men have been: heard

twenty of the present session, has pass- 
ed and not a single general bill has 
been acted upon by both houses. The 
docket is so crowded that none of those 
bills introduced within the last two 
weeks, except local bills, will ever come 
up for third reading. 

The house has passed on] yone general 
bill. That was No. ! and was the antf- 
lobbying bill. dt has not been reported 
upon by the senate committee. The 
senate has done twice as well. It has 
passed two bills, the prohibition and 
the Felder automobile bill, neither of 
whivh have been passed by the house. 

Those two most important of all bills, 
the general tax act from the ways and 
means committee and the general ap- 
propriations bill, without which the 
state government cannot go on, have 
been reported to the house for a second 
reading.

In the face of this crowded calendar, 
(Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, the chairman 
of the appropriations committee, an- 
nounces that requests for $678,000 in 
appropriations have been made and it 
will not be possible to meet these with- 
out raising the tax by the state to the 
full constitutional limit of 5 mills, as 
against 4.80 for this year. 

The state is stared in the face by a 
deficit of three-quarters of a _ million 
dollars and is preparing to still further 
reduce its revenue.

GALLERIES. CLEARED 
DURING THE DEBATE 


Prohibitionists Have Prepared Two 
Amendments Which They In- 
tend to rass—No Recurrence 
of Spectacular Scenes of 
Last Wednesday. 


All attention is centered for the week 
on Tuesday, when the prohibition bill 
is to be passed by the house. That it 
will be passed there is no doubt. and 
the chief interest is on the amendments 
which will be authorized by the house. 

The measure will be amended. The 
prohibitionists, who number §three- 
fourths of the house, have said so, and 
have prepared two amendments which 
are sure to be tacked on. This will 
send it back to the senate. 

The amendments which are certain of 
passage are those which regulate the 
sale of alcohol for medicinal and chem- 
ical purposes and govern the sale of 
intoxicants by drug stores when pre- 
scribed by physicians /for medicinal 
purposes. 

The opponents of the bill, realizing 
that all hope of defeat is gone, will 
content themselves with the most satis- 
factory amendment possible to be had. 
a great effort is being made to have 
the bill so amended as to have the 
operation of the law to become effec- 
tive on January |, 1909, instead of 
1908, and to raise the state license from 
$300 to $1,000 a year. 

Believe They Have Chance. 

They believe that they have a chance 
for the amendment to be adopted, as 
many prohibitionists have declared 
their willingness to agree to this 
amendment. 

This, and probably a few more minor 
amendments, will be offered by the 
opponents, of the measure in an effort 
to have the drastic measure, as it now 
stands, toned down a bit, before enact- 
ment, will be the sum total of the 
amendments offered. 

It has been positively denied that any 
sort of dillatory tactics by reason of 
padded amendments will be sent to 
the clerk’s desk to delay the final vote 
on the bill, which is set for 4 o’clock 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Instead of the spectacular’ scenes 
which ensued on last Wednesday, when 
the bill first came up for. passage, the 
scenes on Tuesday will be just the re- 
verse, and the bill will be passed as 
quietly as the graduation at a female 
seminary when the program is arranged 
and rehearsed months ahead.

bill. 

6. That the galleries and floor of the 
house be Kept clear of all visitors dur- 
ing the entire pendency of the bill. 

From this it is seen that there will 
be little time for display of any kind. 
As the limit for debate is fixed be- 
tween the hours of 9 a. m. and 4. p. m., 
with an hour off for lunch, the flights 
of oratory will naturally be cut short 
and to the point. 

In order to facilitate matters and 
make each minute of time as precious 
to debate, Seaborn Wright, for the pro- 
hibitionists, who will have the full 
charge of floor tactics on that day, 
will select, probably today, the speak- 
ers to espouse the cause of the meas- 
ure and apportion to each his time 
for debate. 

In the same manner Clem Dunbar, in 
charge of the floor for the oppontnts 
of the measure, will assign to each of 
the speakers opposing the measure that 
amount of time which he may consume 
in voicing his protest against the bill 
as it now stands, and appealing for a 
compromise putting the bill into effect 
in January, 1909.

Throughout the cerf§ral and 
cotton belt the crop’s progress was less 
rapid during the week than for several 
weeks preceding. Fhis was due to ex- 
cessively high ¢emperatures and condl- 
tions appr§aching a drouth in sections. 
Tittle or no actual damage resulted, 
however, and the plant seems to have 
held up well under the conditions since 
it had been well cultivated except in a 
few instances and the previous supply 
of moisture thereby well conserved. 
Correspondents think that another week 
of such temperatures without. rain 
would work considerable harm. 

In Oklahoma and Texas, the conditions 
were altogether favorable and no com- 
plaint whatever is heard. Of course, the 
plant is still smal] and late, but is 
fruiting well, has been well worked and 
is being laid by clean, while the heat 
and dry weather perceptibly decreased 
the activity of the bol] weevil. Cotton 
is opening very rapidly in southern 
Texas under the hot sun. 

In most parts of the belt the last cul- 
tivation leaves the cotton clean. The 
plant is stocky and healthy and where 
fruiting has begun, it is being~ well 
done. Such rains as fell were local in 
character, seldom heavy and scattered 
over a wide area. 

The best reports still come from~Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas where expectations 
approximate those of last year. Else- 
where over the belt, while correspond- 
ents note the general improvement, ex- 
pectations for the yield aré still much 
below what is termed a good crop. Opin- 
fons are sometimes confused by irregu- 
larity in size and age of plants.

“Death in all shapes is hateful to un- 
happy man, but the most dreadful is to 
die and meet ovr fate by hunger.”’ 

No one who lived at the Bell house 
was permitted to experience the true 
sensation of hunger. And to all whose 
interest or information, or investigation 
extended to the cost of raw matera] it 
was a mystery how such prodigal feasts 
could be spread for the nominal sum 
paid into the treasury. 

The madame had—and has—a great, 
big, throbbing generous heart for hospi- 
tality, ang a stunted, dwarfed unformed 
knack for finance—and she’s all the hap- 
pier for it. 

It was simply a matter 
whether or not you paid board. If you 
paid, the money was stuffed into a 
cavernous and capacious brass-mounted 
purse that Mrs. Bell dragged forth from 
some deep, secret recess beyond a long 
slit in her skirt. And when its sides 
began to bulge with bills like the paunch 
of an overfed calf—why the madame 
would proceeg to lose it. Then there 
would be a period of excitement—and 
we would divide ourselves in searching 
parties that held no spot in the house 
sacred.

Her expansrve grace, and 
cordial dignity and matchiess efficiena’ 
spared us from fuss, hugger-mugger 
and dust. It was a healthy, whole- 
some, light-hearted exrstence. Harvey 
Johnson was the first, after a lapse of 
years, to disturb the settie? calm by 
breaking the ice of matrimony. Morris 
Brandon followed feverishly. And 
within two or three years our ranks 
were decimated by some of the solidest 
and stolidest bachelors humbly, dumbly 
and submissively thrusting their necks 
into the garlanded yox«e. 

Their Bell house training, its domes- 
tic purity and spotless moral tone, had 
fitted them for the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities of a private home depart- 
ment on the connubial pfan. The girl 
who succeeded in capturing a Bell 
house boy had every reason to look 
upon the world with her pbrrgnhtest and 
gladdest glances. 

Mrs. Bell is that rare creation—an ex- 
cellegt‘ woman. Her wores and deeds 
radiate a virtue that .gives a kind of 
health, beauty and good ‘habit to the 
sow.

Colonel Henry and other prominent 
citizens assured the judge that in their 
opinion no violence would be attempted 
if Harper was allowed to remain here.

Valdosta, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—The 
saloons of Valdosta went out of business 
last night, after the biggest day’s sales 
in their history. It is estimated that 
more than ten thousand dollars’ worth 
of whiskey was sold and shipped from 
the city in the one day. 

The crowds arriving on the different 
traing throughout the day, and filling 
the aloons, resembled nothing so much 
ag, an old-time circus day crowd. They 
came from all of the adjacent dry towns 
and country to bid good-bye to booze 


and get a parting drink or bottle. 

While the sales are conceded to have 
been the largest in the history of the 
town, there were probably not as many 
men on the streets as there 
have been on other occasions.

PURE FOOD LAW 
EFFECTIVE SOON 


Been 
Made Pure Food In- 
spector., 


On Thursday, August 1, the pure food | 
law of Georgia will go into effect, and | 
after ‘that date woe to the manufac- | 
turers and sellers of adulterated food- 
stuffs in Georgia. 


In anticipation of this law, the de- 


partment of agriculture at the state 
capitol has been flooded with requests | 
and checks from various manufacturers 
| without the state, who are anxious to, 
brand all consignments of foodstuffs | 
shipped into this state properly, and. 
are ordering the special stamps for this | 
purpose 
at noon, almost a week before the law 
becomes operative, nearly $1,500 worth . 
of stamps, at the rate of 20 cents a. 
ton for all foodstuffs, had been ordered | 
and sold. 


in advance. Up to Saturday 


P. A. Methvin, a pure food expert, 


who has been appointed by Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture T. G. Hudson as! 
inspector for Georgia, has | 
been at the capitol for several weeks 
getting ready for his inspection tour 
of the state. 


He will start out im- 
mediately after the first of the month, 


and will send a steady stream of sam- 
ples back to the office of State Chemist 
McCandless for inspection. 


All those 
foodstuffs which are adulterated and 
not so branded, or which do not come 
up to the specifications as filed by the 
manufacturers with the department of 


agriculture, will come under the arm 


of the law and be liable to prosecu- 
tion. 

In explaining this law, Capt. Wright, 
assistant commissioner of agriculture, 
said: “Instead of selling tags for in- 
spection of foodstuffs, as is now the 
case with fertilizers and cotton-seed 
meal sold in the state, we are issuing 
inspection stamps, 
cents a ton, to be placed on all food- 
stuffs sold in Georgia. The price on 
fertilizer inspections is 10 cents a ton 
at present. We are going out to see 
that all foodstuffs shipped into Geor- 
gia are as pure as the specifications 
filed with us claim. 

“Under this head, oils used as condi- 
ments will be tested. The large quan- 
tity of olive oil, sold and used as a 
condiment, is nothing but our own pure 
cotton-seed oil under a French brand. 
We contend that cotton-seed oil is 
purer and better, from a vegetable 
standpoint, than olive oil, and this in- 
spection will make each oil stand on 
its own merits. This department has 
all along stood for cotton-seed oil as 
the purest oil Known, and State Chemist 
McCandless is on record to this effect.”

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TOURING IN NO-!TH CAROLINA. 


In last week’s article the proposition 
was stated that there has been a very 
marked improvement, not only in .ae 
financial condition of the farmers of 
the south, buf in the mcthods and 
practices on the farms. Since writing 
that article I have traveled through 
the counties of Bladen, Robeson, Scot- 
land, Richmond, Anson and Union in 
the state of North, Carolina. There 
were from four to six of us engaged 
in lecturing at farmers’ instifutes, un- 
der the leadership and direction of Dr. 
Tait Butler, director of such‘ institutes 
under the auspices of the state bo: rd 
of agriculture of the state. Two of 
these meetings were held, on two suc- 
cessive days, in Robeson, one of the 
Insger counties. At each of these ap- 
pointments crowds of farmers and 
their wives and daughters, varying 
from 300 to 500. were present. Basket 
dinners were the rule at the noon hour 
and it is proper to say that these din- 
ner occasions presented evidence in 
abundance that the farmers have 
plenty of good things to eat and that 
the farmers’ wives’know how to pre- 
pare and spread a feast fit for royalty. 
‘rom three to four lec@ures were given 
each day strictly om farm topics and 
domestic economics. Two thoro: shly 
well-equipped ladies were among tne 
lecturers. Separate buildings were pro- 
vided in every instance, one for the 
men and one for the women and two 
institutes were thus conducted at the 
same time and place, only a few hun- 
deed feet apart. So far as I could see 
the plan worked admirably and is com- 
mended to the consideration of ‘insti- 
tute workers in other states. Moreover 
not one only but two sets of workers 
are in the field in the same section of 
the state. The work is so arranged 
tuat thé same lecturers, as to person- 
nel, do not remain together more than 
for one or two meetings, but are 
“changed about” from day day. 

Holding these meetings, as a rule, out 
in the country, gives opportunity to see 
the country away from, as well as along- 
side, the swift running railroad trains. 
To say that I was surprised would be 
expressing it mildly, at the good farm- 
ing, productive soll and fine crops of 
Robeson, Bladen and Scotland counties. 
The soils of these counties is very simi- 
lar in gharacter and appearance to those 
of Bulloch, Laurens, Montgomery, Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, etc., in Georgia. I 
saw ‘‘plenty”’ of cotton that, with ordi- 


| nary seasons from now on, wil] produce 


one and a half bales of cotton per acre, 
and on some farms even more seems 
to be promised. True, it is somewhat 
later than usual, but the stands are 
good with few exceptions, the fields in 
fine condition, and the plants healthy. 
Now, don't let the “‘bears’”’ conclude from 
this statement that there is going to be 
an overwhelming crop of cotton made this 
year. This prosperous condition“of the 
crop does not extend into the hill region 
of north Georgia nor very far to the 
east ward—so I am informed. I learned 
that for several years past there has 
been a. generous spirit of tivalry be- 
tween the farmers of Robeson, Scotlana 
and Richmond to see who can make 
the largest yields per acre. Many of 
them do not hesitate to apply one thous 
sands, fifteen hundred and two thouw- 
sands pounds of commercial fertilizers 
per acre. The results have been that 


crops averaging one bale per acre the 


“farm over’ are no means uncommon, 
In fact, such yields are not considered 
extraordinary. In many instances an 
average yield of one and a half bales 
and even two bales per acre have been 
secured. How is that “for high,” ye 
farmers of other sections and other 
states? Nor are the good crop yield 
confined to the cotton fields. 

I saw many fields of corn that gave 
promise of yielding 40 to 50 bushels of 
corn per acre, 100 bushels to the acre 
On limited areas excites no very great 
Surprise. I did not see any fiefds that 
I thought would make over 50 bushels, 
but was told that they could be shown. 

Now this condition of things is not 
due to the naturally rick character of 
the soils, for that is not the case. They 
are fairly productive, naturally, and 
they lie well, but the farmers are doing 
better work; they are using fertilizers 
liberally and at the same time judicious- 
ly; they sow some oats and even wheat 
and many cowpeas. They are on the 
alert for information that will help them 
to do better and better; they are giving 
heed, far more than they did a few 
years ago, to the teachings of ecience 
as brought home to them in experiment 
Station bulletins and the _ efforts of 
farmers’ institute workers. I firmly be- 
lieve that the original cource of this ef- 
fective information is the bulletin of the 
experiment station, and (in North Caro. 
work and 
excellent bulletin of the state board of 
agriculture. 

I am glad to be able to write so op- 
tomistically of the farming outlook in 
this section of the Old North state. May 
be It is equally as bright and promising 
in other sections and in other states. [I 
am not referring to the present crop 
outlook of crops, for I know that that 
is not generally promising, but to the 
evidences of progress and improvement 
that are in evidence on every hand and

temporary cloud that overshadows gen- 
eral crop prospects.

Give 5 to 8 drops of Fowler’s solution 
of arsenic three times a day in the food, 
and at the same time 6 to 10 grains of 
copperas. Two tablespoonfuls of pine tar 
twice a day in the food is also helpful.

APPLER OATS. 

Walter B., Calhoun, Ga.—Will you kindly 
help me to some information concerning the 
Appler oats? Last fall I bought some oats 
ciaimed to be Appler. Isowed them in open 
furrows on creek bottom. They seemed to 
do well until just after heading, when they 
began to rust in the lowest spots and rusted 
badly. Some of the old red rust proof oats 
sown beside them did not rust. These are the 
first Applers I ever grew, but I have always 
understood that it is rust proof. Has it af- 
Ways proven so with you? Last spring was 
unusually favorable for rust, and my land may 
have encovarged it, but I think perhaps the 
seed I got were not. genuine. Would like to 
know what you think about it. If you think 
it is not genuine, I will try to get better 
seed for. next crop. 

Answer: The sample of oats you 
sent in your letter is certainly not of 
the Appler variety, but looks more like 
Winter Turf, which is not a rust- 
proof oat. The latter is also practically 
beardless (more properly, awnless), 
while the Appler has a stiff, short awn 
proceeding from.the palet on the back 
of every grain and is really the only 
objection to it. The Appler cannot be 
distinguished from the Texas red rust- 
proof, of which it is simply a selected 
strain, which has been planted con- 
tinuously in the fall at the Georgia ex- 
periment station for fifteen years or 
more. I first gave this strain the name 
Sg ay because I got the seed orig- 
inally 
Harris county, Georgia. For a dozen 
vears past the Georgia station has 
been setllng its whole surplus produc- 
lion of Appler oats at $! per bushel. 
By ordering of the station you may 


rely on getting genufne Appler ,seed. | 


Buy a few bushels and get in seed and 
then save your own seed every year. 


SORE-LEGGED. MULE. 


Will Gallaway, August, Ala-—I have @& 
young mule 2 years old, very large to her 
age. Her legs swell very badly. Were so 
stiff she could hardly step over the stable 
log, and now the swelling is gone and her 
fore legs are awful sore on the outside be- 
tween knees and ankles. She has been worked 
all the year, and I rode her |5 miles two 
Gays before her legs swelled. Any remedy 
for the sores and the swelling will be gladly 
received through the columns of your paper. 

Answer: I regret that the description 
of the symptoms is not such that it 
enables me té diagnose the case. You 
do not distinctly indicate 
no there is any “breaking out’’ on the 
legs, or only great tenderness. I am 
not surprised to learn of.the injured 
condition of a 2-year-old mule that 
has been “worked all the year.” If 
possible, have a veterinary surgeon to 
see and prescribe for the animal. 

MOON-BLINDNESS. 

A. E. Stone, Greenwood Springs, Miss.— 
I have a horse 9 years old, and about two 
weeks ago his eyes got weak and commenced to 
run water, and the lids ar& red and in- 
flamed. His right eye has a blue spot on the 
sight of it. though he can See all right yet, 
but I am afraid he will go biind. Please 
give me a remedy. 

Answer: The symptoms as described 
by you suggest the probability that 
your horse has the weakness of the 
eyes commonly known as “moon-blind- 
ness,” which is a very common disease, 


especially in the Mississippi valley. 
The attacks come on periodically and 
suddenly, usually one eye being at- 
tacked at a time,‘and sometimes mov- 
ing from one eye to the other. One at- 
tack generally lasts a week or ten 
days, and comes on again in a month 
or so, until finally the sight is de- 
stroyed. The first attack seldom de- 
stroys the sight, but it sometimes does, 
and in the case of your horse the ate 
tack (if it be the first) must have been

SPRAIN OF BACK TENDONS. 

D. B. S.. Luxanni, Ga.—I have a mule 8 Or 
9 years old that has something the matter 
with her fore legs. It seems to be in the 
leaders between the knee and hoof. The 
leaders seem to eb drawn and swollen, which 
makes her walk on her toes. Her knees are 
all right; she can step over as high a fence 
as any mule. I don’t know what caused it. 
I bought her in that fix. I have been using 
Japanese oil, but it don’t seem to give relief. 
The leaders seem to be sore. I Saw in your 
paper where you give remedy for such things. 

Answer: It is doubtless what is 
known as a sprain of the back tender 
(leader) of the leg, and, was probably 
caused by pulling at a very heavy load. 
In a severe case it ig well to put on 
that foot a high-heeled shoe, so as to 
elevate the heel and slacken the tendon. 
If the tendon is sore and swollen (as 
in the case of your mule) bathe the leg 
with either hot or cold water for half 
hour, three times a day, with a lotion 
of % ounce of sugar of lead, 2 ounces 
of laudanum and | quart of water. Give

WEEVILS IN PEAS AND BEAAS. 

J. Cc. F. W., Socrum, Fla.—Will you please 
send me recipe for destroying weevil or bugs 
in peas that are put in barrels for future 
use? I saw the recipe in The Constitution, 
but the paper has been misplaced, and I do 
not remember what it was. If you will an- 
swer this at once by personal letter you wil] 
greatly oblige a subscriber. My peas are 
now ready to be barreled, and would like the 
recipe. 

Answer: Carbon Dbisulphide tis the 
chemical fluld used for destroying weevils 
and other insects In stored grain of all 
kinds. To treat grain in barrels, or 
boxes: The peas, or other grain, shoulda 
be thoroughly dry. Fill the barrel or 
box nearly full of the grain and sprinkle 
over the top about one teaspoonful of 
the carbon bigsulphide for each cubic 
foot of space éccupied by the grain, or 
wbout five spoonfuls for each 4 bushels 
of grain. Coyer over with old cloth, 
or gunny sacks, or boards, to prevent 
wind from, blowing the fumes away. 
The fluid vaporizes very quickly, and the 
vapor, being heavier than air, 
down into the vessel and fills all vacant 
spaces. At the end of 24 to 36 hours 
air the grain, either by pouring from 
one barrel, or box, to another, or by 
boring one or more %-auger holes at the 
very bottom, so that the vapor may 
escape. If it stays in the grain longer 
than 36 hours its germinating power 
will be impaired. Be careful to heve 
no fire, not even a burning cigarette, 
about when the work is going on and 
until the vapors have been permitted to 
escape. It would also be well to ‘hold 
your nose’”’ if you don’t like “bad smells.”’

MYCOTIC STOMAHTIS OF CATTLE. | 

J. H. P., Abbeville, 5S. C.—I have had: 
three sick cows recently and want to} 
know what is the matter with them. : 
They don’t seem to be very sick. They | 
seem not to be able to bite the grass,’ 
only fumble over it and eat very little, 
and they go dry very soon after tak- 
ing sick. Some say it is the “foul 
mouth.” Is there such a thing, and if 
so, what is the remedy? 

One of them was in that condition 
for some time, then got well and fat, 
but she did not milk any more, 

Answer—Your description of the 
symptoms is very meager, but suffi- 
cient to suggest the probability that 
your cows heave what is known in the 
books as ‘mycotic stomatitis,""” but 
commonly called “sore mouth.” I have

It is not usuallv a serious disease and 
yields readily to a removal of the 
cause and proper treatment. Most 
cases recover in a week or ten days 
without any treatment. 

Treatment: After removing the cat- 
tle from the pasture bring the affected 
animals to the barn, or yard, and feed 
on soft, nutritious foods, such as bran 


mashes, ground feed and gruels. Keep) 


a bucket of cool, clear water near at 
hand so that the animal may drink or 
rinse its mouth at pleasure, and it will 
be found helpful to dissolve two heap- 
ing tablespoonfuls of borax, or one 
tablespoonful of chlorate of potash in 
each of the first two buckets of water 
taken during the day. If the animal 
is gentle enough to be handled swab 
out the mouthoncea day withan anti- 
septic wash, such as a 2 per cent so0- 
lution .of carbolic acid, or of creolin, 
or a solution of | part peroxide of hye 
drogen to 2 parts water. If a large 
number of animals are affected it 
would probably be more convenient to 
administer the antiseptic of pure car- 
bolie acid in a qusrt of bran magh and 
give it to each affected animal every 
morning for four or five days.
